New D.C. law demands drivers’ 


attention 


rivers in the District of 

Columbia can be fined for 
using hand-held mobile phones or 
other electronic devices, now that 
the "Distracted Driving Safety Act 
of 2004" is in effect. 

The law was enacted on July 1. 
For the first 30 days, violators who 
are apprehended in the city will be 
issued warnings by the 
Metropolitan Police Department; as 
of August 1, the penalty for violat- 
ing this act will be a notice of 
infraction, which carries a $100 
fine. 


The Act prohibits operators of 
motor vehicles from using a mobile 
telephone or other electronic device 
while operating a motor vehicle in 
the District of Columbia, except 
when equipped with a built-in 
Speaker or a hands-free accessory. 
Additionally, a person who pos- 
Sesses a learner's permit is prohib- 
ited from using a mobile telephone 
or other electronic device while 
operating a motor vehicle in the 
city, even If the telephone is 
equipped with a built-in speaker or 
a hands-free accessory.

The |-Stop features include a flashing beacon to alert approaching 
buses of waiting passengers, an overhead security light, and an illuminated
